Education hereby makes the following regulations : 

1. Start Title and Commencement 

These regulations maybe called the National 
Council for Teacher Education (Norms and Condi¬ 
tions for recognition of M.Ed. face to face and M.Ed 
through distanae education) Regulations, 1998. 

2. Applicability 

These regulations shall bo applicable to insti¬ 
tutions including universities, open universities, 
constituents thereof and any other bodies called by 
whatever name and style and offering any of the 
courses specified in Para 1 above. 

3. Definition 

In these regulations unless the context other¬ 
wise requires;-- 

(i) "Act" means National Council for Tea¬ 
cher Education Act, 1993 (No. 73 of 1993). 

(ii) “New course or training in teacher edu¬ 
cation" means any course or training in 
teacher education which was not being off¬ 
ered by the institution at the time of reco¬ 
gnition but is proposed to be offered by the 
recognised institution. 

(iii) “Regional Committee" means a commi¬ 
ttee established under Section 20.

Masters In Education Programme (M.Ed.) 
Norms Standards for a unit of upto 25 students 

1. Preamble 

The Master's degree programme in Education 
(M.Ed.) is a professionally oriented.. and inticrdis- 
ciplinary programme of post-graduate studies in 
Education. Depending on the actual design and 
declared objectives, the programme provides op¬ 
portunities for students to extend as well as deepen 
their knowledge and understanding of Education, 
specialize in selected areas including Teacher Edu- 
Ciition and also acquire related research skills. 

Presently M.Ed. is offered through various modes: 
full time, regular one-year programme; part-timer 
vacation two years programme, two-years distance 
cducation/correspondence programme etc. Some 
institutions—Postgraduate Departments or Colleges 
of Education—conduct M.Ed (and/or other P.G. 
courses like M,A. (Education), M. Phil, Ph. D) 
only and some others conduct B.Ed also. The norms 
and standards laid down hero relate specifically to 
the regular one-year, M.Ed. and apply to both the 
situations. In the latter case, the resources arc 
mutually shared between the programmes. As such, 
both the norms for the B.Ed and the M.E4 rnffSt be 
satisfied separately, particularly, with regard to 
some basic requirements of, o.g., numbers of teachers 
and classrooms, except that the Head/Prinoipal 
will be one person. Hall, seminar room, labs, library, 
common rooms, toilets, hostel etc. facilities may be 
shared (with the B.Ed as well as others if the insti¬ 
tution is part of a University or College). 

The M.Ed. programme would comprise theoreti¬ 
cal courses including s.secialisod courses in the dis¬ 
cipline of education and related practical/fleld work.

3.1.1. Land Area and Location 

Adequate land area in the range of approx. 1000 sq.m, 
to 1500 Sq. m. has to be provided for various academic and 
administrative functions. Adequacy of land area will depend 
upon the socio-economic conditions of the region, curricular 
requirements, staff strength etc. 

The institution should be preferably located in a noise 
and pollution free environment. There should be good trans¬ 
portation and communication facilities. Sufficient drinking 
water and regular electricity should be available. Toilet 
facilities for staff, men and women students should also be 
available.

♦Material Production Centre-Production Wing 

Distance Education institutions produce and use train¬ 
ing, teaching,learning and evaluation materials, The strength 
of the programme lies in the quality, quantity and variety 
of these materials. 

It is desirable to have equipment like DTP with laser 
printer, dot matrix. Xerox machine, electronic typewriter and 
printing facility and well equipped, audio and video produc¬ 
tion centres. The audio production centre require audio 
recording machines, audio cassettes for reproduction of 
multiple copies of high quality, sound dubbing equipment 
and editing machines. The video production centre having 
equipments like video cameras, light and sound equipment, 
VCRs, editing equipment, may be added for producing 
video materials. 

•♦Library 

It Is essential that the Headquorters/Nodal centre has 
a well equipped library with a minimum of 1000 books in 
various branches of education in addition to standard re¬ 
ference books, handbooks, encyclopedias and at least 12 
professional journals. There should be a provision of 
addition of at least 100 recently titles every year. 

3.1.3* Staff Quarters 
Desirable 

PrinUpaTs/Director’s residence may be provided on the 
campus. Residential quarters for at least 50% of the teaching 


staff may also be provided, Residential accommodation for 
all staff (both teaching and non-teaching) may be provided 
in those areas where housing is an acute problem. 

3.2. Study Centres 

The study centres could bespread over different teacher 
education institutions/ colleges affiliated to the university, 
Only those teacher education institutions offering B.Ed./ 
M.Ed. programme which are recognised by the NCTE shall 
bo designated as study centres provided that only one study 
centre shall be hosted by one such institution. Adequate 
space and facilities should bo available for organising tuto¬ 
rials, counselling, group discussions, individual studies and 
display of assignments and response materials of students 
etc. 

It should be ensured by the Headquarter/Nodal Centre 
that the institutions designated as study centre will provide 
requisite facilities for smooth rumuhg of the M.Ed. Distance 
education programm®.

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will ensure continuity of feed back on the basis of evalua¬ 
tion of assignments, practical, and other activities.

(external) evaluation for each paper course. Theweightage 
for internal evaluation and external evaluation for the 
dissertalion/ptojecl work shall he 50% each. 

5. Financial Provisions 

5.1, Endowment and Reseivt Funds 

The institution running the M.Ed, Distance Vfodc 
should be financially sound and viable. Government/ 
Local Self Government/University institution should 
under-take to provide adequate finance from time to 
time. Non-Oovcrnment institutions should have an 
endowment fund of Rs. five lakh and a reserve fund of 
an amount equal to three months salaries of s'aff (unless 
full grant-in-aid is assured). 

5.2, Auditing 

The institution must adopt coursewise budgeting 
expenditure sanctioning, accounting and auditing prooc- 
dure/sytems. The annual accounts should be audited 
bo audited by authorities Incluiing duly approved 
Chartered Accountant.
